The County Agent's conference for’ 
the Northern District of Michigan’ 
held at Kalkaska on May 5, 6 and 7 
" was devoted largely to the grasshop- 
per. control problem and the Com- 
munity Organization. Testimony of 
fa¥mers’ dnd officera of the Kalkaska 
. Farm bureau revealed that a large 
‘‘aimbunt® of good had been done last 
season in fighting the grasshopper in 
that county. It was also brought out 
by W. F. Haywood of South Board- 
man who really is the man who dem- 
onstrated the success that can be at- 
tained in fighting grasshoppers, by 
having fought them with paris green 
for the past two or three years ‘and 
saved his crops when his neighbors 
who did not undertake any control 
Yost theirs, that an individual can 
‘save much of his crops fighting alone 
‘4iltho it makes it more difficult and 


- expensive. than when the communi- 


tiés ‘get together and take care of the 
roadsides and some of the waste 
places which form the greatest breed- 
ing ground.
